4. ON THE OTHER ASPECTS OF THE POLICY LINE — OUR 
INTEREST IN IMPROVING RELATIONS , THE OBVIOUS INTEREST 
OF THE CHINESE AS WELL IN A POSITIVE RELATIONSHIP, 
AND THE REQUIREMENT FOR THEM TO ENGAGE IN COOPERATIVE 
EFFORTS — JIANG HELD TO THEIR NOW STANDARD LINE THAT 
WE HAD DAMAGED THE RELATIONSHIP AND IT WAS INCUMBENT 
ON US TO MOVE FIRST. I ARGUED THAT WE HAD NOT
